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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file preteens in nylons and heels7000-173.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children or young persons for 
sexual purposes. The file contains a colour photographic image that shows two girls of 
approximately 11-12 years old. They are both naked apart from lace-topped stockings and high- 
heeled platform shoes. Both wear make-up. They are squatting, facing the camera, in a position 
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that emphasises their genitals. The image encourages adult sexual interest in children, and 
strengthens the idea that they may be exploited for adult sexual use and gratification. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that promote and support the exploitation of children or 
young persons for sexual purposes. 
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
